Robert Kennedy wil! land in 
Sacramento on Saturday to touch 
off this city’s participation in 
the 1968 presidential campaign, 

The Democratic hopeful from 
New York will touch down at 
the Sacramento Municipal Air- 
port at 2:30 p.m. Saturday and 
will proceed to a rally at 3:30 
at a location to be announced 
later. 


The Municipal Airport is the 
old city facility on Freeport Blvd, 
in the south area, 


Student body president Jan 
Eakes made the announcement 
by phone to the Hornet yester- 
day. Eakes has been appointed 
as an alternate delegate on the 
84-man Kennedy delegation in 
the California Democratic Pri- 
mary. 

“Chances are very good that 
we will have the Senator on (the 
SSC) campus within the next few 
weeks,”’ said Eakes,. This state- 
ment comes on the heels of a 
similar announcement Wednes- 
day that Sen. Eugene McCarthy 
will be on the SSC campus April 
4, from 2-4 p.m, 

Another student, Jim Burchill, 
has been appointed to the McCar- 
thy delegation, also in the State 
Democratic Primary.

Following a trend set in recent 
weeks at several West Coast 
colleges, the Dow Chemical Co, 
should meet with little or no 
opposition when its repre- 
sentatives conduct placement 
interviews on campus April 1 
and 2. 

Dow manufactures everything 
from a synthetic sandwich wrap 
to artificial kidneys and heart 
valves to napalm, The latter is 
the demonstrators’ major target 
of protest since it is an instru- 
mental weapon used in the Viet- 
nam War. 

The employer will conduct 
inte rviews in Administration 250, 
the college placement office. 
They will be seeking trainees in 
certain technical fields — a di- 
gression from the past when they 
considered all majors. 

In the past few weeks, protest 
to all aspects of the Vietnam 
War, particularly protest of a 
violent nature, has fallen off in 
popularity. Last week Dow 
appeared at San Jose State Col- 
lege where several students tried 
in vain to incite onlookers to more 
than passive protest. 

Unlike previous semesters, 
SSC placement director Willis 
Black has had no indication that 
there will be any disturbances, 
“I haven’t gotten any threats. 
I don’t expect any trouble.’’ 

Black goes on to point out 
that this lack of advance notice 
of violence is significant, even 


Art Hoppe Slates SSC Lecture 


Art Hoppe, the ‘San 
Francisco Chronicle’s’’ roving 
political writer and well-known 
columnist, will speak on ‘‘Satire 
and Other Blunt Instrumenis”’ 
Tuesday, March 26, at 12 noon 
in the Mens Gym, 


Hoppe, who I noted for his 
whimsical takeoffs in his daily 
humorous political columns, says 
of himself, ‘‘Columns should ex- 
press outrageous opinions to be 
of any value, I don’t want to 
tell people things. I don’t know 
anything. I want to stir people 
up so they’ll do their own think- 
ing.”’ 


Hoppe started at the Chronicle 
as a copy boy after graduating 
with honors from Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1949, He soon became 
a general assignment reporter 
and his first major story came 
in January, 1952, when he and a 
photographer made their way on 
skis to a railroad train snow- 
bound for three days in the High 
Sierra, They were the first news- 
men on the scene. 


In 1956 Hoppe posed as a Skid 
Row derelict and the resulting 
series on his life as a ‘‘wino’’ 
helped awaken the people of San 
Francisco to an acute socia! 
problem. 


Hoppe’s series on Negro 
crime in San Francisco in 1959 
showed such attention to fact 
and a depth of understanding he 
was praised by Negro leaders 
and law enforcement officials. 


A question and answer period 
will follow Hoppe’s lecture in 
the Ribera Room. The lecture, 
sponsored by the Cultural Pro- 
grams 


Committee as part of 


their Distinguished Visitors Pro- 
gram, is open to the public with- 
out charge. 


Governor 
Appoints 
Trustees 


California's 142,000 state 
college students have two new 
trustees — both Stanford gradu- 
ates, both Centra! Valley agri- 
culturists, and both appointed 
by Governor Reagan to fill ex- 
pired posts, 

One of the new trustees is 
Dudley Swim, a rancher in the 
Carmel Valley. Swim is hardly 
unfamiliar with higher edu- 
cation - he’s a member of the 
coordinating Council! for Higher 
Education, a trustee of Illinois’ 
Rockford College, and Indiana’s 
Wabash College. 

Swim graduated from Stan- 
ford in 1926, and served as the 
president of the Stanford Alumni 
Association in 1951-52. 

At present, he holds a string 
of positions, He is a trustee of 
the Cordell Hull Foundation for 
International Education; he’s an 
advisory board member of the 
Hoover Institute on War, Revolu- 
tion, and Peace; he is UC 
Berkeley’s chairman of the ad- 
visory council to the Department 
of Nutritional Sciences; andhe is 
a founding committee member 
and currently a director of the 
Stanford Research Institute. 

He’s also a chamber of the 
board for National Airlines, a

though the campus has never been 
hit with student disturbances, ‘‘In 
the past I received threats 
constantly before they (Dow) 
appeared."’ 


When the nation’s largest 
chemical company last recruited 
on campus, 25 demonstrators 
gathered outside the south en- 
trance of the administration 
building wielding signs protesting 
the Vietnam War and Dow's log- 
istica! contributions to it. 


During the noon hour, a group 
of chemistry majors organized 
a counterprote st and finished the 
afternoon by heckling the demon- 
strators, 

In other words, the interest in 
and the support for the 
demonstrators hasn't been pre- 
sent on this campus and probably 


will not be, owing to the 
violence of demonstrations on 
other campuses recently. ‘‘Most 
college students are maligned by 
the (vielent) demonstrations,”’ 
says Black, and most of the stu- 
dents are appalled by them. 


The placement office boss 
feels that students are turning 
to ‘‘practical politics’’ instead of 
broken heads. The violence 
appears to have worked against 
the peace movement — a fact 
which most of the anti-war pro- 
fessors at San Jose concede, 


ASSSC president Jan Eakes 
is more skeptical than Black, 
although the student leader 
doesn’t foresee any disturbances. 
“I have heard that the left def- 
initely is planning demonstra- 
tions, Hell, what do you expect 


BOJ Alive and Kicking 


SSC Clubs Grabbing Their Shins 


The Board of Justice is alive 
and kicking — and SSC clubs 
are grabbing their shins. 

After a semester of virtual 
inaction due to numerous resig- 
nations, the BOJ is again hearing 
cases regularly and is concen- 
trating its judicial scrutiny on 
clubs in particular. 

In the first of these cases, the 
BOJ last week fined Phi Kappa 
Tau fraternity $100 for illegally 
posting publicity on campus. Ac- 
cording to Chief Justice Alex 
Weilgart, the fine was suspended 
but the sentence will be activated 
if any more violations of the 
ASSSC publicity statute occur 
this semester. 

Seven o’‘er clubs are cur- 
rently facing hearings before the 
BOJ for infractions of publicity 
regulations and other statutes. 

One of these clubs is the 
Students for Appreciation of Pop 
Music, charged with failure to 
comply with ASSSC banking 
statutes. The BOJ last week is- 
sued an injunction against the 
club, requiring it to consent to 
an audit of its receipts before 
and after a concert they spon- 
sored last weekend, 

The injunction was issued at 
the request of Attorney General 
Tom White. On Wednesday White 
presented the full case against 
the organization, which pleaded 
not guilty to the charges. A court 
decision on the case is expected 
within two weeks. 

Specifically, the club is 
charged with failure to provide 
an audit of its receipts from 
various fund raising events, 
which are estimated to have made 
profits of several thousand 
dollars. A club must provide 
this audit if it does not bank on 
campus, 

The Students for a Democratic 
Society are charged with a simi- 
lar infraction of the same 
statute. They face a BOJ hearing 
this afternoon at 3 p.m. in the 
Academic Senate chambers, 


Hearing dates have not been 
set for the other clubs charged 
with violations. These include: 

SSC Rugby Club — charged 
with failure to file required 
petition for social events with 
the Activities Office. Case 
brought by the ASSSC, 

SSC Ski Club —. publicity vio- 
lation. Case brought by the 
ASSSC, 





Collegiate Council for the 
United Nations — charged with 
publicly conducting itself as the 
Model United Nations Club in 
confusion with the ASSSC activity 
of that name. The group also 
maintains a mail box as the 
Model U.M, club in the Student 
Lounge. Case brought by Rich 


when you give it to them so

His comment refers to the fact 
that in addition to Dow, the Army, 
the Marines and the Bureau of 
Narcotics will conduct interviews 
on campus between April 1 and

Eakes feels that the time is 
ideai for demonstrations, ‘‘They 
can go back and concentrate on 
grades during the Easter 
recess,”’ 

Strangely, as yet nobody has 
come forth to seek a debate with 
Dow or any of the military re- 
cruiters, ‘‘There is no likelihood 
of a debate,’’ says Eakes, Just 
a few moments ago, several stu- 
dent leaders had demanded that 
employers be forced to debate 
with students as a prerequisite 
to recruiting on campus,

Where’s Bill Schmidt ? 
Club Constitutions Pass 


With Student Senator Bill 
Schmidt in jail, the last meeting 
of the SSC Student Senate pro- 
ceeded peacefully, with six con- 
stitutions approved practically 
unchallanged. 


ASSSC president Jan Eakes 
first explained to the Senate that 
Schmidt was in jail because he 
was unable to pay the $300 fine 
and he chose the 60 day sentence 
over the fine. Schmidt, an arts 
and science representative, was 
arrested about two weeks ago for 
drunk driving and driving with a 
suspended licence, 


Eakes then announced that he 
had been selected by Assembly~- 
man Jesse Unruh as an alternate 
delegate to the nominating con- 
vention on Robert Kennedy’s 
slate. If Kennedy wins the Cali- 
fornia primary, Eakes will attend 
the convention in Chicago. 


Among the six constitutions 
the Senate passed, the much- 
debated constitution of Sigma 
Delta Chi squeezed through on a 
vote of 5-3-2, Bill Schmidt had 
been objecting to the constitution 
of the professional journalism 
fraternity because it did not allow 
women as members, Faculty re- 
presentative Charles Gregory 
explained his ‘‘No’’ yote, saying 
that it was professional discrimi- 
nation on sex and sets a bad 
precedence in the field of journal- 
ism or any other field, He said 
it was only a small example of 
the attitude in business towards 
women and that he hopes the 
nation wiil umprove in the tuture, 


the Student Senate also passed 
constitutions for the Black Stu- 
dent’s Union (9-0-1), Youth for 
McCarthy (10-0-1), Public Health 


(8-0-2), and the SSC Humanist 
Student Union (9-0-2), The name 
of the Science and Math Club was 
changed to the Science Club, 
accompanied by a jibe from 
Chairman John Sutter, ‘‘What’s 
wrong with math? They're dis- 
criminating!’’ 

The Senate also agreea w 
back Social Activities with $6000 
in case of loss to sponsor Simon 
and Garfunkel and Rudee Vaile 
in the Men’s Gym, Simon and 
Garfunke! will appear if a con- 
venient date can be arranged. 

The Board of Finance extended 
the Rugby Club’s due date on the 
first payment of a loan from 
March 10 to April 10.

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BOOK 
REVIEW

THE GUNS OF ELSINORE, by 
Martin Holmes London: Chatto 
and Holmes, 1964 $4.50 


This isn’t. properly speaking, 
a recent book, but it is an in- 
teresting one. To begin with, 
Bill Shakespeare’s play ‘‘Ham- 
let’’ has always blown my mind, 
and I’ve made a sort of hobby of 
seeking out new interpretations 
of it, (Would you believe 
“Hamilet’’ can be successfully 
played as 4 farce comedy’’) In 
this book, Martin Holmes sc rupu- 
lously reconstructs what he feels 
to be the original Elizabethan 
mode of its presentation, In this 
light, a whole host of new inter- 
pretations for ‘‘Hamlet’’ come 
to the fore. 


lo begin with, ‘‘Hamilet’’ is 
full of then-contemporary al- 
lusions to the international politi- 
cal scene, Elsinore castle is not 
just some picturesque spot Bill 
picked out to have Hamiet play 
out his revenge on the king; it 
was an armed Danish customs- 
post where all vessels had to 
heave to and pay a toll before 
trading in the Baltic, Sometimes 
the English, nominally at peace 
with Denmark, indulged in cold- 
war-style skirmishes over the 
problem. 


Phen, too, the ‘nterplay of 
the Elsinore court was a 
trenchant commentary on recent 
English political developments. 
It is no chance that the king, in 
end end, decides to dispose of 
the Melancholy Dane — only re- 
cently had an English queen and 
several dukes gone to the 
chopping block; Holmes says the 
effect on the English audience 
must have been electric. 


This electricity is heightened 
for the reader when Holmes takes 
time to sort out the actual story 
line from the version of 
‘‘Hamiet’’ we have today. Three 
scripts actually existed ~ a 
First Quarto which is pitifully 
jumbled and underdeveloped and 
is probably a version pirated by 
memory or bad stenography by a 
touring repertory company, a 
Second Quarto that represents 
Shakespeare’s original manu- 
script before he and the directors 
and actors at the Globe worked 
out revisions, and the Folioas we 
have it today — a dovetailing of 
all the revisions and extra scenes 
worked out by Shakespeare for 
different productions of the play. 


Holmes mentions that there 
are certain scenes in ‘‘Hamlet’’ 
that would not work out too well 
at certain of the places it was 
believed originally presented. 
Revision is one of the play- 
wright’s inescapable bane, and 
Bill probably rewrote and/or cut 
the play several times during his 
lifetime. All the miscellaneous 
scenes fit together, but the play 
comes off better when they are 
properly sorted out and organized 

*‘Hamiet’s’’ characterizations 
were also different to the 17th 
century Elizabethans, The ghost, 
often presented as abstract and 
terrifying on the modern stage, 
was Originally a _ pathetically 
miserable apparition begging 
Hamlet to avenge its death. Ho- 
ratio is a sort of confused C lark 
Kent, not a member of the court, 
making his uncertain way through 
unfamiliar surroundings. Hamlet 
himself is the eptome of wronged 
himself is the epitome of wronged 
royalty — caught in conflict be- 
cause he has been wronged by a 
wise king for the good of Denmark 
and yet enjoined to revenge the 
death of his father, 


Reading **The Guns of Elsin- 
ore’’ has got me drooling to see 
‘‘Hamilet’’ presented in the tra- 
ditional mode. We need more 
political commentaries like this 
and less like ‘‘MacBird!’’

CAMPUS DISCORD MEASURE OFFERED 





Immediate action against campus agitators by presi- 
dents of California State Colleges would be required if 
Senator John Schmitz’s (Rep.-Tustin) bill (SB 539) be- 
comes law. 


Prompt initiation of hearings, and the expulsion of 
any student or the dismissal of any academic employee 
found guilty of acts of violence which disrupt campus ac- 
tivities would be mandatory under the proposed bill. 


In addition, the bill would prohibit the re-admission of 
an expelled student within one year of the date of expul- 
sion and the re-emp'oyment of a dismissed faculty member 
at any time. 


Failure to comply with these requirements, according 
to the bill, would be grounds for dismissal of a college 
president. 


DISCIPLINE ON CAMPUS 


Another approach to the problem of inhibiting disor- 
ders on the State College campuses has been offered by 
Senator Donald L. Grunsky (Watsonville) in SB 503. 

The biil would make disruption or attempted disrup- 
tion of campus activities through physical force, noise or 
coercive means by a person not a student, officer or em- 
ployee of the institution a misdemeanor. 


LIMITATION OF “SEXY” PLAYS 


Students simulating the sex act as a part of any dra- 
matic production presented in connection with a Califor- 
nia State College would be guilty of a misdemeanor crime, 
according to the terms of SB 487, introduced by Senator 
Lawrence E. Walsh (Downey). 


The bill would also make any teacher or school offi- 
cial guilty of a misdemeanor if he knowingly permits, pro- 
cures, assists or counsels a student to engage in such a 
simulation of sexual intercourse or deviate sex conduct. 

Dramatic vehicles listed in the bill to which the pro- 
hibition applies includes plays, motion pictures, television 
productions or other exhibitions or mechanical reproduc- 
tions of human conduct presented under the jurisdiction, 
sponsorship or control of any state college. 

The bill is an obvious reaction to the presentation of 
a play entitled “The Beard” on the Fullerton State College 
campus. Climax of the production is a simulated act of 
sexual intercourse. 


‘LEARN, EARN’ TUITION PLAN NIXED 


Assemblyman John L. E. Collier’s “learn, earn and 
reimburse” plan of deferred higher education tuition was 
held in committee last week by Assembly Education. 

Since Collier’s bill had had at least two previous air- 
ings in the Legislature, he rested his case almost complete- 
ly on the testimony of five students from the University 
of California, the State Colleges and Santa Clara Univer- 
sity, a private institution. 

The students held that the plan would reduce the 
disproportionate share of higher education cost born by 
low income (less than $7,000 per year) families, allow stu- 
dents to concentrate on studies without worrying about 
jobs, permit students to choose an institution on the basis 
of quality alone without reference to tuition costs, provide 
an equitable way of meeting inevitable tuition charges, 
and significantly improve stu@ent incentive and educa- 
tional quality. 

Opposing committeemen voted the bill down on sev- 
eral reasons: 

* That it establishes a relationship between levels of 
education and income; 

* That the allegation that the poor bear the greater 
share of the burden is erroneous; 

* That collection of the “loans” presents difficult ad- 
ministrative problems. 

Collier countered the latter by pointing out that ex- 
isting National Defense Education Administration loan 
machinery could pick up the additional collection burden 
at very little additional cost. 


OPEN MEETING ON CAMPUS 


Open meetings on faculty and student organizations 
on Catifornia State Colleze campuses would be required 
by SB 485, introduced by Senator James Whetmore (Gar- 
den Grove). 

In addition, the measure calls for all meetings be- 
tween student organizations and the college administration 
on a Campus to be open to the public and the press. 
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No More Draft Deferments To 
Graduate Students Says Hershey

At 9:45 a.m. on February 16, 
the Selective Service State head- 
quarters in Sacramento received 
a telegram from Lt. General! 
Lewis B, Hershey, the director 
of the system, 

The telegram stated that, 
henceforth, local draft boards 
would issue no more deferments 
to graduate students in other 
than medical or related fields. 
The edict was based on a study 
by the National Security Council 
which did not find it imperative 
to augment the areas in which 
deferments would be granted, 

This was little more than a 
restatement of the Selective 
Service Act of 1967, but it im- 
mediately threw the ranks of 
the academic world into wide- 
spread panic and indignation, 
because the consequences of the 
telegram’s message went far 
deeper than met the eve. 


The 1967 Act limited graduate 
deferments to medical and 
related fields, but also stated 
that graduates in their second 
or subsequent year of grad school 
would not be affected, Only grad- 
uating seniors and first-year 
graduate students would fall 
under the Act. 


But the new ruling abolished 
a list of essential activities and 
critical occupations that, up until 
now, local draft boards had used 
“s a sort of guideline in granting 
deferments. Deferments had been 
granted, for example, to graduate 
students in the fifth year of 
school for a teaching credential. 
The telegram suspended that list, 
leaving each individual board only 
the discretionary power to grant, 
in individual cases, occupational 
deferments in areas of essential 
community need. 


This immediately caused 
great concern, Even before the 
final decree of the telegram, 
Dr. Nathan M, Pusey, president 
of Harvard, had said that the 
wholesale drafting of college 
seniors and first-year graduate 
Students would cut down the sup- 
ply of college teachers. 


A House Education Subcom- 
mittee in Washington was told 
that the policy could wipe out 
as much as 65% of the incoming 
class of graduate students and 
cripple the training of teachers 
in general, 


Nearer home, Dr, Harold G. 
Reiber, dean of the graduate 
division at UC Davis, said that 
the ruling would eliminate some 
300 students from the anticipated 
5,000 fall graduate student en- 
roliment, That it was limited to 
this he said, was due to the 
presence of the medical and 
veterinary schools on the Davis 
campus. 

Here at Sacramento ° State 
similar concern was expressed. 
It was estimated that, of the 
1900 maie grad students on cam- 
pus, some 500 might be affected 
by the ruling.

most of the furor has faded, at 
least for the moment, and a 
waiting period has ensued, And

Of SSC’s grad students, it 
now appears that only about 150 
will be immediately affected, 
rather than the 500 of the original 
estimate. Based on more ac- 
curate information than was 
available at the time, Dr, Duane

that the new ruling will not be a 
major problem to the school 
immediately, as most of State’s 
graduate students have either 
served in the military or are 
ineligible for other reasons. 

But i, appears that the major 
impact of the ruling is yet to 
come, Most of the concern is 
now directed toward the fall 
semester, How will the ruling 
affect graduate enrollment then’ 
That seems to be the question. 
And until registration figures 
become available, no one can 
really say.

Documentary 
Shown Monday 


TO DIE IN MADRID, a poetic 
documentary of the Spanish Civil 
War, will be shown Monday at 
7:30 and 9:00 inthe Music Recital 
Hali, The film traces the growing 
conflict between the Republicans 
and Royalists in Spain in the 
thirties that finally led to the 
outbreak of war in 1936, 

The war soon became a test- 
ing ground for fasciet and Nazi 
weapons and tactics as Hitler 
and Mussolini sent in supplies 
and troops in support of Fran- 
co’s fascists. Against this well- 
equipped and disciplined army, 
the Republicans threw together 
a tattered people’s militia sup- 
ported by the International Bri- 
gade, volunteers from all coun- 
tries who rushed to Spain to fight 
for the Republicans when they 
were abandoned by the hollow 
neutrality of Britan and the United 
States. 

The war soon settled, in the 
words of the narrator of the film, 
into a ‘‘war between an army 
and a people.’’ The army won, 
The casualties were staggering, 
as are the parallels with Viet 
Nam,
